ATLANTA, Ga., June 7.—The State 
Prison Commission failed’ to announce 
its decision today on the plea of Leo 
M. Frank for commutation of sentence. 
It had been announced that -a. decision 
‘would be rendered and a large crowd 
was present when the ‘commission con- 
vened. Chairman. Davison stated that 
the regular routine business of the board 
would be taken up in the usual order 
and -that no decision on the Frank plea 
would» be reached ‘before Tuesday or 
perhaps Wednesday. No reason was

Flew Up to Destroy Giant. 
The Zeppelin, which was flying com- 
paratively low, began to mount at once, 
but the British wasp was speedier and 
climbed into the air in long spirals to 
reach a position over the German’s 
vast bulk. 
According to the Admiralty report, 
the aeroplane was 6,000 feet up when 
attacked. To reach this altitude an 
aeroplane would require nearly twenty 
minutes, and the Zeppelin, meantime; 
could drive forward approximately fif- 
teen miles. 
Then followed for the aviator sharp 
manoeuvring for position, and finally 
the .dropping of incendiary bambs, 
from which the dirigible tried vainly 
to escape. Minor explosions occurred, 
and at last one of terrific force, and the 
Zeppelin burst into flames. 
At that moment Warneford must 
have been at.close range over the diri- 
gible, for almost simultaneously with 
the outburst his machine turned com- 
pletely over, and for a moment he was 
hanging head.down, with his mono- 
plane, all control of which had been 
lost, pitching and tossing in the swift 
currents of air. 
By a desperate effort Warneford 
righted his machine far above the 
earth and planed to a landing behind 
the German lines. He alighted there 
unhurt, set his propeller going again, 
and flew off to his home station. 

‘Official Report of Exploit. 

First word of this remarkable ‘battle 
in air was given on an official bulletin 
by the Admiralty, which .also told of a 
successful attack on an airship shed in 
Belgium. The bulletin read: 


This morning at 2:30 A. M., an at- 
tack. was made. on-the airship shed — 
at Evere, north of Brussels, by 
Flight Lieutenants, 7.2; Wilson, R. 
N., and J. 8. Mills, R. N. Bombs 
were dropped and the shed was ob- 
served. to be in flames. .

Showed Marked Ability in Aviation 
and Was Fearless as a Beginner.

Germans Make Terrific Assault 
Near Tracy-le-Mont, but Paris 
Reports Complete Repulse. 


LONDON, June 7.—A marked widen- 
ing of the French operations, with fight- 
ing at several points, from the Argonne 
to south of Le Bassée, is indicated by 
the official bulletins from Peris' and 
Berlin. 

In the district north of Arras fight- 
ing of the most vigorous kind is going 
on almost eontinually, Further gains 
of ground are reported by the Paris 
statement at Neuville, and in the “‘laby- 
rinth,” southeast of that town. 

Near Hebuterne, east of Doullers, two 
of mgd German lines of trenches have 
been carried. 

At Fracy te-Wori north of the Aisne, 
where the French troops won two lines 
of trenches. yesterday, the Germans are 
said to have brought up reinforcements 
by automobile om as far away as fifty 
miles, and terrific assault. The 
result was a compjete repulse, according 
to Paris, an Germans are said to 
have left 2, dead on the field.

WHAT THE TRAINERS WANT. 


More Racés for 2-Year-Olds and for | # 
Horses of ‘Fair Quality. 


As-.a-result of thé meeting of train- 
ers and owners held at Belmont Park 
on Saturday to try and find a way to 
make larger fields for the races to be 
held during the Summer, the committee 
reported to Atigust Belmont, Chairman 
of the Stewards of The Jotkey Ctub, 
yesterday, This committee was made 
up of three trainers, T. J.. Healy, E. H. 
Garrison, and Simon. Healy,.and it had 
consulted with owners and’ trainers as 
to what they wanted. 

The recommendations made were that 
the different racing associations should 
have a card made up ‘of two races for 
two-year-olds—there . being more of 
these ready than of horses of any other 
age—one selling race for maidens, a 
handicap at some distance over a mile, 
and two races for: horses three years 
old and upward, either a selling handi- 
cap orcondition ” race, both at dis- 
tances between three-quarters of a mile 
and ‘a mile, inclusive. This, it was 
suggésted, would givé trainers chances 
to run horses at the near-by tracks 
which are now fit for racing. They 
assert that net more than half ,of the 
horses in their ge al e in physical 
condition to race ow "te ilmesses of 
various: sorts. which sonal to be affect- 
ing all) the: animals in training.~ Mr. 
Belmont p prosiued to call a meeting of 
the Stewa as soon as’ possible and 
place their recommendations before the 
governing body of the turf. 

Incidentally,
